Moth Bill Passes 


Extension of the state’s jurisdiction 
over the work of exterminating the 
gypsy and brown tail moths is the aim 
of a bill passed to engrossment today 
by the House of Representatives. 

This measure was introduced on the 
petition of State Forester Frank W. 
Rane. It provides that the superinten- 
dents. employed by the state forestes 
in this work may take complete control 
of exterminating these moths in such 
cities and towns as may paquest Shey 
assistance. 

Cities and towns which engage the 
state’s employees to do moth work are 
to pay for such assistance through the 
levy of extra state tax. This will be 
added to the regular annual state tax.

An entire reyision of courses in Ever- 
ett, public schools will go into effect with 
the new school term, the school com- 
mittee having accepted Tuesday night 
the recommendation of Fairfield Whit- 
ney, the superintendent.

OTEAM TRAWLE 
CREST 10 READY FOR 
LAUGHING AT QUINGY 


-QUINCY, Mass.—The steam 
Crest, built for the Bay State Fishing 
Company at the Fore River at 
a cost of $60,000, is scheduled for launch- 


ing this afternoon. 

The new vessel is a twin of the Foam, 
which has been used successfully by the 
company for deep sea fishing off the 
banks. 

The Crest is 117 feet long, 2214 feet 
beam, 121% feet depth of hold, tonnage 
233 gross. She will have a triple ex- 
pansion engine of 450 horsepower and 
a Scotch boiler. 

The vessel will be fitted with a net 
100 feet in length and ten feet deep. 
Weights are suspended from a wire cable 
which binds the lower edge of the net 
and keeps the, contrivance on the sea 
bottom, thus -preventing ‘the escape of 
captured fish. 

The vessel will immediately receive its 
fittings and provisions, and it is ex- 
pected will start on its first trip within 
two months.

PRIVATE BANK AUDIT 
URGED BY GOVERNOR 
TA OPEGIAL MESoAGE 


I:xtension of the law which requires 
the examination of savings banks by 
‘certified public accountants” to the au- 
dits of trust companies, cooperative 
‘banks and bankers, was urged by Gov- 
| ernor Foss in a special message sent to 
| the Legislature this afternoon. 

The Governor’s message was based on 
ia report of the financial condition and 
| workings of the state bank commission- 
ers’ department made to him today by 
Harvey S. Chase, one of the expert ac- 
countants, investigating the state insti- 
' tutions departments and commissions. 

In this report Mr. Chase finds that the 
‘conditions in the bank commissioner’s 
office are generally satisfactory, but that 
additional legislation is necessary to pre- 
vent an unnecessary increase in the cost 
of running this department. 

Regarding the report of Mr. Chase, the 
Governor says in part: 

“T recommend that you carefully con- 
sider the proposal of Mr. Chase that

When, however, the full text of the 
agreement, with the accompanying 
correspondence and data explaining both 
its purpose and its scope, became known 
to the people through the message 
transmitted to Congress, it was 
immediately apparent that the ripened 
fruits of the careful labors of the com- 
missioners met with widespread approval. 
The approval has been strengthened 
by further consideration of the terms

The volume of support which has | 
ceveloped shows that its broadly | 
national scope is fully appreciated and is | 
responsive to the popular will. 

The House of Representatives of the 
Sixty-First Congress, after the full text 
of the arrangement, with all the detgils 
in regard to the different provisions, had 
been before it, as they were before the 
American people, passed f bill confirming 
the agreement as negotiated and as 
transmitted to Congress. This measure 
failed of action in the Senate. 

In my transmitting message of the 
26th of January I fully set forth the 
character of the agreement and empha- 
sized its appropriateness and necessity 
as a response to the mutual needs of 
the people of the two countries, as well 
as its common advantages. 

I now lay that mess&ge, and the 
reciprocal trade agreement, as integrally 
part of the present message, before the 
Sixty-Second Congress, and again invite 
earnest attention to the considerations 
therein expressed. 

I «m constrained, in deference to the 
popular sentiment and with a realizing 
sense of my duty to the great masses 
of our people whose welfare is involved, 
to urge upon your consideration early 
action on this agreement. 

In concluding the negotiations the 
representatives of the two countries 
hound themselves to use their utmost 
efforts to bring about the tariff changes 
provided for in the agreement by con- 
current legislation at Washington and 
Ottawa. I have felt it my duty, there- 
fore, not to aequiesce in relegation of 
action until the opening of the Congress 
in December, but to use my constitutional 
prerogative and convoke the Sixty- 
Second Congress in extra session in order 
that there shal] be no break of con- 
tinuity in considering and acting upon 
this important subject.

As a place 
of business it offers no inducement to 
the settler, for the whole amount of the 
trade on the lake did not exceed thie 
cargo of five or six schooners even at the 
time when the garrison received its sup- 
plies from Mackinac.” 

At this. point the learned reader can 
observe the twists, convolutions and pit- 
falls of contradivtion that adorn the 
path of the historian. Mr. Balestier fol- 
lows this quotation with these. words: 
“Such, Mr. President, is the picture of 
Chicago in 1823, It may be too broad 
and unqualified, but the sketch is sub- 
stantially true. Such was the germ from 
which has sprung this vigorous and grow- 
ing city, and such did “Chicago continue 
to be until only eight years ago,” and 
Mr. Balestier feels so strongly about it 
that he quotes Macbeth. 

Now if any innocent writer were going 
about to publish a book on the early 
days of “Chicago, he might with some 
show of reason quote Major Long, later 
Longbow, and he might say something 
about building materials in the roaring 
days of Chicago’s youth and he might 
notice the recurrence of the North 
Ameri¢an Indian type.

The only lim- 
its of the playing ground are imposed by 
a compulsory respect for private prop- 
erty. In this connection it is not as 
other games. And so as to the manner 
of arranging matches. There is vast 
scope. No rule exists as to the way 
in which handicaps shall be given and 
taken, and while it is the custom in 
singles for strokes to be conceded at cer- 
tain prearranged holes, there are other 
methods which entail no abuse of the 
proper spirit of golf. 

At one time J. lL. Low tried hard to 
obtain popularity for @ decidedly novel 
form of handicapping which, it must be 
said, had much to recommend it. His 
idea was that a player, instead of hav- 
ing, for instance, nine strokes in a round, 
should have nine shots which he could 
récall, wipe out from his memory, and 
attempt again. Thus, if he were bun- 
kered, from his approach to the first hole, 
he cold ignore the incident; drop an- 
other hall at the place from which he 
had just played, and make a _ second 
endeavor to reach the green. 

Mr. Low’s contention was that no golf- 
er should be permitted, or should desire, 
to evade the penalties of his mistakes 
by the expedient of taking strokes (the 
equivalent, perhaps, of perfect shots) 
without doing anything to prove his abil- 
ity to execute the desired shots. 

The less skilful man might not be able 
to do what was necessary at the first 
attempt, but he ought to ‘show that he 
could accomplish it at the second or 
(if he liked to expend more of his al- 
lowance) at the third. If he simply 
could not play the shot, then he was 
unworthy of halving the hole. To as- 
sume, by giving him a stroke, that he 
could play it, was ridiculous. 

At first sight this system may seem 
to be a little hard on the receiver of 
odds, and in some places where Mr. Low 
preached his doctrine he was viewed as 
a very unfeeling taskmaster. But his 
idea was a good one, calculated to im- 
preve the game of the moderate player 
far more rapidly than any dispensation 
of charity. If a man could not avoid 
responsibility for his errors; if he knew 
that he had to do the thing properly 
or lose, he would learn very much more 
quickly. how to do it. I am sure that 
this scheme is worthy the attention of 
golfers. |

PLANG 10 ARGENTINA 
OAYS DEPARTMENT 


WASHINGTON Admission of the 
charges made by Senator La Follette that 
the Secret plans of the American navy 
were furnished for battleships built in 
this country to Argentina appeared in 
reports from the navy and state depart- 
ments submitted to the Senate by Presi- 
dent Taft today. The information is in 
response to a resolution introduced by 
La Follette and passed by the Senate at 
the last session of Congress. 

Two under-water torpedo oe were 
built in the Washington navy yard for 
the Argentina battleships in order to 
keep plans of the tubes out of the hands 
of private builders, the reports said. 

The secretary of state said in his re- 
port that it was incumbent on the de- 
partment to do all possible “to encour- 
age the spread of American trade,” and 
that nothing has been done that was not 
“the invariable practise of the govern- 
ments all really great- commercial 
nations.” 

The bureau of ordnance in its report 
to Secretary Meyer said that Mr. Meyer 
recommended that the designs for tor- 
pedo tubes and fire control be used in 
the Argentine ships if assurance .was 
given that the interests of this country 
should be protected. 

The charges made in connection with 
the La Follette resolution centered chiefly 
in the allegation that the navy secrets 
were traded for the. contracts.

eight miles of Chihuahua, and it is 
known that extraordinary precautions 
have been taken for the safety of the 
citizens.

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POETRY OF CLOUGH SHOWS SEEKING 


Second Paper in Series Places His W ritings in School of Intellectual I nquiry W hich 
Had Its Rise in Victorian Era. 


SECOND PAPER. 


MMEDIATELY upon leaving Oxford | 


Clough went to Paris in company 
with our own Emerson. The au- 
tumn following was spent in pre- 
paring the “Bothie” for the press. and 
in the winter of 1848 he received ap- 
pointment to the headship of University 
hall, London. An interval oceurred be- 
fore his duties began, so he took ad- 
vantage of the leisure to visit Rome, and 
lingering there a little too long, was shut 
up in the city during the brief hour of 
wazzinis republic. Here he _ wrote 
“Amours de Voyage.” 
“} was writ in a Roman chamber 
When from Janiculan heights thundered 
the cannon of France.” 

The manuscript, however. was_ laid 
aside for nine years, and was then puv- 
lished in the Atlantic. While the 
dents in this story in verse have 
counterpart in Clough’s experience, there 
is much in the character of Claude, the 
lover, that is identical with Clough’s 
own, and many times we recognize the 
former as the mouthpiece of his author. 

“Amours de Voyage” is Clough’s Ro- 
man poem, as the “Bothie” is his poem 
of Scotland, and “Dipsycus,” written 
later, is his poem of Venice; and each 
reflects its birthplace to a remarkable 
degree. Scotland and Italy—the two 
most romantic countries physically for a 
singer celebrate—-are levied upon 
heavily. and the rich material thus 
gaired is excellently well used. 

It was during a vacation from his post 
at the London University that he went 
to Venice. and there (in 1850) wrote the 
most of “Dipsycus,” a drama. The name 
signifies two-souled or two-minded, and 
the poem sets forth the conflict between 
the human. sous” and Cosmocrator, the 
corroding “spirit” of ,the world, the 
flesh and the devil. There is a biting 
intensity of satire in the speech of Cos- 
mocrator that shows what Clough might 
have done with this weapon in some of 
his own battles, had he not been too 
high-minded to use it. From the lips 
of the Mephistophelian pursuer we hear 
first the more sordid temptations thrown 
out. When these fail the tone of ironical 
culture is taken up; and again, the mock- 
ing voice fastens a jibe upon each pure

Inspirational in quality. many of these 
poems are, and all filled with moral im- 
port, sufficient in themselves to justify 
for Clough the title of poet. Nor is it 
at all necessary to accept the somewhat 
widespread estimate of his poetry as ag- 
nostic. Clough’s utterance, as a whole, 
is tou much that of earnest quest, too 
divinely unsatisfied, to be classed as the 
speech of agnosticism. He was never 
contentedly unknowing. Had he been 
able to leave his questioning of spiritual 
matters, he might have won more of the 
world’s applause. But his reward (lay 
further on, beyond the short-sightedness 
that measures achievement bv a rule of 
material profit and mortal time. 

He saw to the full the natural beauty 
of the earth, he felt the attraction of 
he 
was alive to the tendernesses of human 
affection and the joys of true friendship, 
he felt the call of moral obligations and 
the gladness of serving his fellowmen. 
But some still higher need was unmet. 

As he makes Claude say:

The 
president announced that they proposed 
this summer to arrange a conference on 
engineering education.

BELFAST—When «the White Star 
liner Olympic of 45,000 tons arrives 
from America she will enter the 
largest dock in the world, the new grav- 
ing dock at Belfast, which has taken 
seven years to build, at a cost of £350,. 
000. Many difficulties have been over- 
come in the process, the work having on 
two occasions been suspended, owing to 
the collapse of the wall of the adjoin- 
ing Alexandra dock. , .

ASPARAGUS BED NEEDS SALT 


Points on raising the delicious spring 


vegetable. 


& 


SPARAGUS, that delicious spring 
A vegetable, is expensive when first 
seen in the market, but it is one of the 
most satisfactory vegetables to have in 
the home garden. When making an 
asparagus bed the two-year-old roots 
are the best to buy, as the shoots are 
ready to use the following year. 


Make a trench about eight inches deep. 
put in some good rich fertilizer and 
cover with a little dirt. Allow the soil 
to become warm, and then set out the 
roots about a foot apart. In the fall 
cover with a layer of fertilizer at least 
six inches deep, and in the spring this 
is forked into the soil. The difference 
between large and small asparagus is 
in the amount of fertilizer used. 

A bed of asparagus makes a nice 
hedge between lots in the city. An as- 
paragus -bed should not be moved for 
years, but it must be cultivated. 

Salt should be used generously in the 
spring, as it is a mg\e plant and needs 
salt to nourish it. ‘water from the 
ice cream freezer lh. be used with 
good effect if sprink, , on-to the as- 
paragus bed, says the Janesville 
Gazette. © 

During the first year the bed» will 
need cultivation several times; after 
that only in the spring before the shoots 
start and in the fall a thick coat of 
fertilizer. 

A hundred roots will produce enough 
asparagus to supply a family of six 
with all the asparagus needed. 

When cooking. the young, tender 
stalks, the best method is to tie them 
in bunches and stand the bunches in 


me 


boiling water. The steam is sufficient 
to cook the tender tips and the coarser 
stalk ends have the more severe heat 
to soften them. 

Appropriate sauces to serve with as- 

paragus are drawn butter sauce, white 
sauce or hollandaise sauce. 
-If any of the vegetable is left, the 
sauce may be washed off and the 
asparagus .may then be added to a 
salad with French dressing. The tough 
ends may be used in a soup. 


NUT FINC <R-BOWL

THE STORY ABOUT PARK SQUARE. 


When the South station was built the 
old terminal of the Boston & Providence 
railroad in Park square was. abandoned 
for railroad purposes, and was conveyed 
by the Boston & Providence railroad to

Columbus avenue project cornerwise 
into the street. 

Stuart street, from Dartmouth street 
to Trinity place, has been widened by 
the city to 65 feet, the land being con- 
tributed by the Copley Square Trust, 
which owns the site of the old art mu- 
seum. 

No steps have yet Stein taken for lay- 
ing out and constructing Stuart street 
from Trinity place to Clarendon street, 
but should the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology move to a new location, 
as is now fontemplated, and dispose of 
its present location, the building of this 
portion of Stuart street would become 
easily possible. .

the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad to reimburse the latter road for 
the cost of the facilities provided in the 
South station for the Boston & Prtvi- 
dence railroad. Since that time various 
attempts have been made to sell or 
utilize the property, finally resulting in 
its transfer to the*trustees of the Park 
Square Real Estate Trust. In payment 
for the land the real estate trust issued 
to the railroad company all of the shares 
of the real estate trust; namely, 52,000 
shares, of a nominal “par value of $100 
each, or $5,200,000 in all, that being 
approximately the figure at which the 
property stood on the books of the New 
Haven railroad. 

The first problem confronting the trus- 
tees of the real estate trust was that of 
equipping the property with streets, 
sewers, water and other conveniences, and 
dividing it into building lots of suitable 
size. Nymerous studies of street plans 
were mdde in consultation with the pub- 
lic authorities and with various civic 
organizations, and as a result of these 
studies the following streets are in 
process’ of construction. Sewers have 
been built in them, the rough grading 
completed and allowed to settle during 
the. winter, and the paving will be done 
during the coming summer. 

Arlington street has been built to rough 
grade from Columbus avenue to Provi- 
dence street, at a width of 70 feet. The 
lines and grades of the street are such 
as to permit of its being used as a part 
of a through street from the Charles 
river embankment to Castle square, as 
recommended by the metropolitan im-

PACT GIVES BRITAIN. 
COMMERCE FAVOR 
IN JAPANESE TARIFE 


LONDON—The Anglo-Japanese com- 
mercial treaty to replace the old ore 
which will expire July 1 has been rati- 
fied and its terms are made public today. 

It is understood that under the new 
80 per cent of 


Anglo-Japanese treaty 
the tariffs have been reduced in favor of 
Great Britain, but that they are still 
considerably higher than under the treaty 
which was followed by the one now ex- 
piring. 

‘Lhe reductions affect cotton, woolens, 
iron and steel, leather and paper goods 
and spinning machinery and plant. 


TOKIOW—Ratifications of the American- 
Japanese commercial treaty were, ex- 
changed Tuesday afternoon following a 
luncheon given at the palace by Emperor 
Mutsuhito in honor of American Ambas- 
sador O’Brien. 

Marquis Katsura, the prime minister, 
and Count Komura, minister for foreign 
affairs, were present at the luncheon, 
preceding which the Emperor received 
Mr. O’Brien in,private audience. 

As soon as President Taft received 
from Ambassador O’Brien at Tokio 
Emperor Mutsuhito’s message of cor- 
diality he cabled the Japanese ruler 
a reply of like tenor.

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NEW PORTUGUESE REPUBLIC 
FIRM UNDER DIFFICULTIES 


True Measure of Leaders Is Being Seen as Constitution Is 


Evolved and Elections 


Will Help to Prove Whether 


They Are Statesmen or Doctrinaires. 


(Special to the Monitor.) 
LISBON—It is safe to say that every 


revolution is followed by a reaction. 
This reaction does not necessarily take 
the form of a counter revolution, but 
it does as a rule take the form of doubts 
and fears, which find a more or less au- 


dible expression in the press of the world. 
The completeness and ease with which 
the recent revolution in Portugal was 
accomplished silenced for a moment the 
voice of Royalist reaction. In the months 
-however which have followed since the 
coup d'etat, many things have neces- 
sarily happened in the country which 
have roused expressions of dissent, and 
Which have not been without articulate 
expression. 

At the same time, to anybody who will 
seriously compare the first weeks or 
months of the republican regime in Lis- 
bon with the early days which have fol- 
lowed coups d’etat in the past elsewhere, 
they will probably come to the conclu- 


sion that there has been a considerable | 


freedom from recrimination and an ex-} 
traordinary absence of violence. 

Each party on these occasions is 
ious to magnify or to minimize that 
which makes for or against its success. 
Jn the press of the world it can always 
find papers which are willing to reflect 
opinions with which they are themselves 
in sympathy, though they may be en- 
tirely out of focus. This has been the 
case in the accounts that have been given 
of the strikes which have occurred in 
Portugal since the revolution. 

These strikes have obviously been of 
the slightest importance. Not one of 
them is to be compared in seriousness 
with the late strike of the postal of- 
ficials in Paris, the present condition of 
affairs in the department of Aube, the 
Moabit disturbances of a few months 
ago in Berlin, or the quite recent colliery 
riots in South Wales. No one, however, 
has pretended that Germany or England 
‘were within measurable distance of a 
republic, or France of a renewal of the 
empire, yet an insignificant strike of 
tramway employes in Lisbon, or a rather 
wild speech of a priest in some country 
town, has been given this complexion 
over the telegraph wires. 

In the case of a country so little 
known as Portugal to the outside world 


the spreading of canards is a matter of 
more than usual simplicity. A revolu- 
tion has taken place which has swept 
away a monarchy, and there ought, ac- 
cording to all the rules of the game, to 
be a strong monarchical minority capable 
of causing considerable trouble to the 
provisional ministry. It may as a mat- 
ter of fact be said that there is no 
monarchial party left or that there are 
two. The statements sound contradic- 
tory but they amount to very much the 
same thing. 

The monarchical idea in Portugal has 
received a blow from which it will take 
long to recover. It is not that the late 
government has been convicted of tyr- 
anny, it is that it has been convicted 
of gross incompetency and malversation. 
The result is that the country is not so 
much overcome by fear or anger, as by 
disgust and contempt. A certain amount 
of respect is —* with anger, none 
with contempt. 

The elder, or legitimist, monarchia] 
party recognizes this and makes no Secret 
of its own contempt for the younger, or 


'of its opinion that the dethroned family 
anx- | has no chance of regaining the crown. 
|All it expresses any hope for 


is that 
either owing to the excesses of their sup- 
porters or their own doctrinaire imprac- 
ticableness, the republican leaders may 
in turn disgust the country. 

Meantime these republican leaders are 
maintaining a firm seat in very diffi- 
cult conditions, and are gradually evolv- 
ing a constitution which will prove 
whether they are to be considered as 
statesmen or doctrinaires. The forth- 
coming election will in a measure decide 
which. 

It is not, from any point of view, to 
be imagined that no differences of opin- 
ion will occur in the ranks of the re- 
publicans. It is obvious that the more 
advanced and the more conservative ele- 
ments must separate as time goes on, 
but they will remain united as long as 
there is any possibility of reaction. When 
the elections have taken place, and a 
government has been returned, instead of 
“made,” in the illuminating phraseology 
of the past, new parties will begin to 
shape themselves, and new cleavages to 
take place, and the country will learn, 
in the words of Cervantes, that “there 
is a difference between Peter and Peter.” 


STRASSBURGERS PROTEST 
AGAINST REICHSLAND BILL 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

BERLIN—In Strassburg a meeting of 
protest against the constitution draft 
for Alsace-Lorraine was held recently. 
Several prominent men spoke in strong 
terms of the Prussian States: Secretary 
Delbruck’s avowal that the inhabitants 
of the Reichsland as a whole did not de- 
sire autonomy. One member of the 
Ausschuss committee, Herr Preiss, de- 
clared that the decisions concerning the 
Kaiser’s position and that of the Statt- 
halter, and also the appointing of a third 
of the members of the first chamber 
by the Kaiser, were in direct opposition 
to the wishes of the country. 

Such a constitution was a piece of ar- 
rogance against the people which they 
would no longer bear. It meant, he 
said, that the inhabitants of the Reichs- 
land were being treated as a people of 
second rate importance. The speaker 
declared that what he had said a year 
ago he now repeated, viz.: Alsace-Lor- 
raine would not get autonomy, but 
neither would the empire gain assimila- 
tion, nor Europe peace. ‘The sufferings 
of Alsace-Lorraine were understood. by 
the whole of Europe but not by the 
German empire, 


General von Gayl, who has just re- 
turned from a lengthy tour in the Ger- 
man Southwest African colonies, deliv- 
ered an address upon his impressions 
recently before the Colonial Society. He 
declared that on the whole he could say 
with conviction that the colonies 'were

The general 
said the reason why Togo was the most 
flourishing of all the German African 
possessions was that only really practical 
men had been appointed to the manage- 
ment of the various districts. In a word, 
it was plainly to be seen that the speaker 
was opposed to the red-tapeism and 
bureaucratic discipline which had hitherto 
obtained in the colonies, and which has 
hindered their progress in no smal] meas- 
ure. It is an undeniable fact that Brit- 
ish and Dutch colonies are infinitely pre- 
ferred by German settlers to those of 
their own country, and the reason is ar 
open secret. Herr. von Gayl’s protest 
against “assessorism” should certainly be 
productive of good results.

BIBLE EXHIBITION AT BRITISH MUSEUM 


(Special to the Monitor.) 
ONDON—In order to celebrate the 
tercentenary of the issue of the au- 
thorized version, the British museum 
trustees have arranged an exhibition il- 
lustrating the whole history of the de- 
velopment.of the English Bible from the 

fifth to the seventeenth century. 

This exhibition, which has been car- 
ried out under the personal supervision 
of Dr. Kenyon, director and chief librar- 
ian, assisted by A. W. Pollard and H. J. 
Bell, consists of little more than a hun- 
dred examples carefully selected from 
the almost inexhaustible treasures of the 
British museum to give a complete guide 
to the history of the transmission of the 
Scriptures from the earliest times. It is 
divided into two sections, the first being 
in the manuscript saloon, and the second 
in the king’s library. 

The first section traces the history ‘of 
the BiblAfrom the original Hebrew and 
Greek, down to the invention of printing. 
It begins with the Pentateuch in Hebrew, 
ninth century, which, according to the 
official “Guide,” is “probably the oldest 
manuscript now in existence of any sub- 
stantial part of the Bible in Hebrew.” 
Thete is also a volume of the “Codex 
Alexandrinus” of the fifth century, the 
earliest Breek Bible known save two. 


Of the many other ancient manuscripts 
the most interesting. is the _ splendid 
Lindisfarne gospels in Latin, which was 
written about A. D, 700. The manuscript 
is on Vellum, exquisitely _ illuminated, 
with an Anglo-Saxon translation be- 
tween the lines added in the tenth cen-

tury, being the earliest extant version 
of the Gospels in English. Another in- 
teresting manuscript is an early Wycliffe 
version of the Bible in English, prepared 
about 1380 by Wycliffe’s adherents under 
his direction. This is a large copy, with 
fine illuminated initials and _ borders 
sparkling with burnished gold. 

Section II, which occupies eight cases 
‘in the king’s library, commentes with a 
number of vernacular Bibles printed in 
other European languages and published 
on the continent in the latter years of 
the fifteenth century. These are fol- 
lowed by different versions of Tyndale’s 
New Testament, the two most important 
being the only known copy of the por- 
tion printed at Cologne in 1525, and the 
little octavo. edition printed at Worms 
in 1526 or 1526. The latter is the only 
exhibit which does not belong to the 
museum, having been lent by the Bap- 
tist College at Bristol. ~ . 

Here are also copies of Coverdale’s 
Bible, of Taverner’s and of the “Great 
Bible” with other predecessors of the 
authorized version. 

Exhibit No. 71 is the “First Edition of 
the Version of 1611, Prmted by Robert 
Barker,” the great edition ordered by 
King James and known as the Authorized 


Version. This famous volume is a hand- 


some black-letter folio, with the inserted 
words in sm&ll Roman. It is printed 1n 
double columns, and the margins are 
ruled. All the earliest editions of this 
work are shown, but none are to be com- 
pared to the first edition for general 
typographical excellence. Various later 
editions of the Authorized Version are 
also exhibited, such as the “Vinegar” 
Bible of 1716, which has “The parable of 
the Vinegar” for “The parable of the 
Vineyard” in the heading of Luke 20, 
and the two “Wicked” Bibles. 

The exhibition ends with the excellent 
reprint of the’ 1611 First Edition which 
was issued at Oxford in 1833. 

Great interest is shown in the display 
of manuscript and other Bibles, among 
the first visitors to the exhibition being 
the King and Queen, who spent nearly 
an hour at the British Museum, inspect- 
ing the old volumes and examining the 
eases. Their majesties were escorted by 
Dr. Kenyon, who drew their attention to 
the more interesting volumes. 

Before they left the museum the copy 
of King James I.’s “Meditation upon the 
Lord’s Prayer” was taken out of its case 
for their majesties’ inspection. It was 
the binding of this book that was repro- 
duced on the copy of the Bible which the 
King received a few days ago at Buck- 
ingham Palace. By the special desire 6f 


their majesties no attempt was made to 


prevent the presence of the general public 
in the galleries during their visit, but 
they passed through the rooms among the 
ordinary. visiters and were frequently 
saluted as they went.

Previous to the meeting of the congress 
a small event occurred which should be 
of some-encouragement to the Copts, es- 
pecially as it concerned one of the griev- 
ances brought forward at the congress. 
It appears that the Mudir of Kallioubieh 
has issued an order. that Coptie children 
shall receive instruction in the Christian 
religion at the same time that the Mu- 
hammadan children are being taught the 
Koran. This, at any rate, is a beginning, 
and it is to be hoped that other Mudirs 
will follow this example.

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PERHAPS a trifle too much importance may 
be given the imperial edict just issued in 
the name of the infant Emperor of China, 
assuming for him supreme command of the 
army but naming the prince regent gen- 
eralissimo during the Emperor’s minority. 
The despatch conveying this news is so 
worded as to leave the impression that 
China has only just awakened to the ne- 
cessity of building up and maintaining a 
great military establishment. Possibly, from the point of view of 
the Peking court, the edict does mark the beginning of an epoch 
in Chinese history, since it means another step away from the 
ancient doctrine of celestialism toward the acceptance of modern 
ideas and practical methods. But China did not begin to move 
in this direction only yesterday. The edict itself is supplemental. 
By an edict issued on July 15, 1909, the Emperor assumed supreme 
command of the army and navy, which were temporarily, or until 
the child Emperor should attain his majority, placed under the 
direction of the prince regent. But the real reorganization of the 
Chinese army dated back to 1905. 

From the date last named the work of creating an army has 
proceeded without intermission, and, if all the plans be carried 
out, it will next year have reached the point where it will consist 
of thirty-seven divisions, aggregating 28,000 officers and 430,000 
men. ‘The present annual cost of the Chinese army is about $40,- 
000,000. Military schools for officers are maintained in the dif- 
ferent provinces. Japanese instructors are the most numerous, but 
many British and American officers are at present employed in 
teaching and drilling the imperial soldiery. 

What is really meant by the latest move toward militarism 
in China is that the court party is becoming interested in and 
impressed by the need of the empire for still better protection. No 
doubt, the recent Russian episode has assisted materially in arous- 
ing the imperial household to a realization of the situation. What 
is demanded by the terms of the edict just issued is “a great army,” 
meaning, unquestionably, an army commensurate with the size of 
the empire and the importance of the interests now at stake. 

No friend of universal peace will be disposed to find fault 
because China has determined to protect itself. It is in the inter- 
est of international tranquillity that the Chinese empire shall be 
able to defend its integrity. At present China seems to be a tempta- 
tion to some of its neighbors. Its greater stability will doubtless 
prevent complications from arising among western nations that 
might lead to serious results. For the present militarism in China 
would be by no means an unmixed evil. Rather might it serve 
to hasten the time when western nations should agree among them- 
selves how the civilized world might be governed upon a peace 
basis. One thing seems certain, namely, neither of the nations at 
present foremost in the movement for international arbitration and 
disarmament will be sorry that China is taking further steps for 
the protection of its frontiers and interests from all manner df 
aggression. Such a step may relieve those nations of no little 
anxiety and responsibility.

THIRD among European nations to exper- 
ience cabinet changes within the past few 
Alfonso weeks, Spain, like Italy, is fortunate in the

In some 
respects the young Spanish ruler is moved 
by liberal considerations even more _ pro- 
_!} nounced than those avhich brought the 
Italian ex-premier, Giolitti, into harness 
once more. ‘There seems to be little doubt that Senor Canalejas 
is representative of that class of Spaniards which has done much 
for the upbuilding of the nation, and Alfonso, by asking his pre- 
mier to remain in Office, and giving him free scope in the selection 
of his cabinet associates, appears to be displaying a statesmanship 
that does him credit: ’ | 
That Premier Canalejas does not suit everybody merely con- 
firms the fact that he has a policy which he believes essential to 
Spanish progress at home and abroad. The new minister of war,

for instance, is said to be much more in touch with the military , 


elements than General Aznar, whom he succeeds. ‘There is no 
question that Alfonso has the good wishes of his army, and by 
sanctioning the choice of General De Luque, who held the same 
portfolio during the Moret regime, the King not only strengthens 
himself still more with the soldiers, but unifies certain interests 
that were on the point of drifting apart. 

The changes in the cabinet, therefore, in reality display Alfonso 
to more conspicuous advantage. \It should not be understood, how- 
ever, that the young King has found it all smooth ‘sailing since 
he ascended the throne. It was no small matter to bring among 
the Spanish grandees his Queen, Victoria, un-Spanish if not unsuited 
to reign over a Latin nation. It was she, however, who set res- 
olutely to work to make a real king of her royal husband. Alfonso 
XIII. began to study his people. He and the Queen visited the 
provinces. The King familiarized himself with departmental work. 
Within the past two years he has developed into a constitutional 
ruler of capacity.and capability. His handling of the delicate 
Moroccan situation, his recent visit among the tribes, once rebel- 
lious but converted into friends, go far to place him in the fore- 
front among modern sovereigns. And he is thé first to give Queen 
Victoria credit for the popularity the couple now enjoy in Spain. 

The Spanish nation is still a long way from a position where 
it can be said that all needed reforms have been accomplished. 
But any ruler is doubly powerful who has the people with him. 
And a strong but liberal cabinet may circumvent much that other- 
wise would make for retrogression. The Canalejas regime: may 
be looked upon as an evidence that Spain is moving forward hope- 
fully, not faster. than circumstances permit, but in the confidence 
that its political regeneration and its commercial and industrial 
progress are developing a new nation, which in time will once more 
take a high place in Europe. |

Not one word is said upon the tariff question, The tariff board 
is not mentioned. The President has no right to say what Congress 
shall or shall not do in relation to the tariff or in relation to any 
other matter, but he gives it no excuse for overhauling the sched- 
ules. Nobody can foresee what course the Democratic House may 
take. Many very earnest friends of the Democratic party—many 
who would be-glad to see its lease of power indefinitely extended— 
are wishing that the special session may approve the Canadian reci- 
procity agreement and adjourn. These people see that a great danger 
menaces the party. If tariff revision be taken up at the present 
session, there is no telling when or where it can be laid down. It 
may mean an all-summer wrangle. It may lead to some general 
disturbance of busingss next fall. It seems certain to end to the dis- 
advantage of the Democrats because the Senate will defeat any rad- 
ical tariff legislation that the House may send up to it. Defeat would 
be likely to impair the standing of the Democracy before the country 
cre that party should have had a chance to make any real demon- 
stration of its usefulness. 

If, on the other hand, the Democrats postpone tariff legislation 
until the regular session of next winter they will have the tariff 
board’s facts to go on; they will have, in other words, Republican 
material upon which to base whatever action they may ‘take, and they 
will have the advantage of being able to reverse the responsibility for 
any trade uneasiness that may ensue, for they will only be working 
out to its logical conclusion a progressive Republican program. They 
can afford to be patient and wait. They cannot afford to be hasty. 
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Tr name Carter Harrison, as borne by father and son, has 
been identified with local politics in Chicago for a generation.

That continent has not even been 
sighted by a ship in the last fifty-seven years, it is said, and yet 
records bear indubitable testimony to its existence. And in Austral- 
asia, to the north, interest in the unknown continent. has been 
stirred to such a pitch by the present international race for the 
south pole, that an expedition of a different character is being 
fitted out with a distinctly practical purpose in view. The Ausfral- 
asians, it appears, will endeavor to map at least a portion of-the 
Antarctic continent, ascertain the possibilities of industry offered 
by seals and whales there, find out whether-coal or precious metals 
exist in that cold land, and, finally, decide whether settlements 
might be established there with any degree of success. 

If Dr. Douglas Mawson, the young Australian professor of 
geology who is to lead this undertaking, is-justified in his hopes, 
the Australasians may be investing their money to good purpose 
in fitting out his expedition. While enthusiasts of other lands vie 
with each other in laudable endeavors to reach the point farthest 
south, Australasian enterprise possibly may win even more sat- 
isfactory rewards by, proceeding with. plans for mapping, prospect- 
ing and developing a continent.

Thus, an industry for which 
at least one of the New England states is well known is slightly 
understood by so many city dwellers that the average Bostonian, 
perhaps, would be unable to tell you whether Vermonters continue 
to boil sap by the old kettle process or have adopted the giarit 
evaporator, and whether the manufacture of syrup precedes that 
of sugar, or the reverse. And he would probably look at you 
in tolerant amusement if you tried to convince him that the rich, 
golden “maple sugar” sold in numerous city stores is not the kind 
sought by the maple sugar connoisseur. 

_ Only recently some one wrote, no doubt soberly and conscien- 
tiously, that the finest Vermont maple syrup.came from Ohio and 
that it was a question whether the art of making maple syrup 
was not about to be lost altogether. In reality, maple syrup has 
been manufactured on a large scale in Vermont in late years, and 
the product is better in quality than ever it was in the old days. 
System has replaced the crude, unclean methods of old. We may 
hear less of the once-popular “sugaring-off” parties at which boiled 
syrup, cooled in snow, was: devoured by happy young people; we 
may search in vain for the white-bearded patriarch stirring with 
a long ladle the -thick, smoking fluid in his big, black kettle; we 
may find only infrequently the destructive spiles through which sap 
formerly dripped into wooden buckets. ‘The horse or the ox still 
draws to and from the orchatd the sled on which rests the gather- 
ing tank; but that receptacle is filled now from zinc buckets and 
emptied into a galvanized iron vault in the sap-house. ‘Thence 
the sap travels through long tubes which feed the metal evaporator, 
is siphoned from pan to pan as the intense heat of the great wood 
hre underneath brings it to the right consistency, and, when thor- 
oughly boiled and skimmed, the product is strained into the big 
cans. It is elsewhere that this syrup may be boiled into sugar 
and converted into maple candy products, if desired. 

Improved processes have worked wonders in transforming 
maple sap into syrup and sugar. that are clean. Modern imple- 
ments have enabled owners of maple orchards to save their trees 
instead of damaging them irreparably with the old-fashioned spiles. 
Care in handling now thakes the best syrup nearly as colorless as 
water and. the*best sugar not much darker. If city people could 
bring themselves to realize how inferior in quality are the brown: 
sticky maple products sold in many city stores, they would under- 
stand better why their wiser country cousins prefer to smack their 
lips over straw-colored.syrup and munch maple sugar that is 
almost pure white. )
